BERLIN (U PI) -A West 
Berlin police spokesman said 
t o d a y 
preliminary 
exam­ 
ination of a skull thought to 
be that ol Martin Bormann. 
Adolf Hitler’s deputy, showed 
it to be that of someone else. 
*‘\Ve will continue the ex­ 
amination to be 100 per cent 
certain but the indications are 
that we were following a false 
clue,” the spokesman said. 
‘‘We still do not know what 
happened to Bormann in the 
last days ot the war. The pre­ 
liminary 
examination 
indi­ 
cates the skull belongs to so­ 
meone else.” 
West German justice auto- 
rities sent Bormann’s dental 
records here where thev were 
compared with the skull by 
police dental technicians. A 
skull with gold teeth of the 
sort Bormann was said to 
have had was found Friday 
by construction workers lay­ 
ing a cable in the Lehrter 
railway yard near the wall on 
the East-West Berlin border. 
It was there that witneses 
testified Bormann was buried 
after he was killed trying to 
break through the 
Russian 
ring around Berlin a day af­ 
ter Hitler killed himself in his 
chancellery bunker on April 
30. 1945. 
Nazi survivors testified Bor­ 
mann was killed trying to 
carry' out his plan to break 
out of Berlin and join the new 
fuehrer. Adm. Karl Doenitz. 
at his headquarters in Flens- 
burg. 
This testimony led 
to 
a 
West Berlin registry office de­ 
claring 
Bormann 
dead 
in 
1954. 
Since then unconfirmed re­ 
ports have said Bormann es­ 
caped to I.atin America. If 
alive he would be 72. 
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and to provide its competitors 
with the "know how” of its 
phone 
equipment 
manufac­ 
turing processes. GTE attor­ 


neys said today. 


U.S. District Judge Martin 
Pence Monday ordered the di­ 
vestitures, banned GTE from 
manufacturing t e l e p h o n e 
equipment as long as it owns 
Svlvania, Inc., and required 
the firm to pay SS10.000 in at­ 
torneys’ fees to International 
Telephone & Telegraph Corp. 
(ITT), which brought the an­ 
titrust action.

MIRANDA GRANTED PAROLE 


FLORENCE, Ariz. (UPI) - 
The state Board of Pardons 
and Paroles has granted a 
parole to Ernesto A. Miranda, 
whoj>e appeal to the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court resulted in a 
landmark derision regarding 
'.♦he rights of criminal sus­ 
pects. 
In its 1966 ruling, the court 
held that suspects must be 
advised of their constitutional 
rights when their freedom is 
restricted in any significant 
way. 


The celebrated ruling over­ 
turned Miranda's sentence on 


a 1963 kidnap-rape conviction 
on grounds he had not been 
advised of his rights when he 
confessed. 


He was later retried on the 
same charges and wras sen­ 
tenced to 20 to 30 years in 
prison. 
Miranda 
also 
was 
serving a concurrent 20 to 
25-year sentence for robbery 
when the parole was granted 
Monday. 
The board voted 2-1 in ap- 
p r o v i n g the parole, con­ 
ditioning it on Miranda’s par­ 
ticipation in a 
satisfactory 
work program.

Sailor' s Wife Tells Panel Riot 
On Kitty Hawk ' Not Only One' 
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SAN DIEGO, Calif. (U PI) 
— The wife of a black sailor 
who served aboard the car­ 


rier Kilty Hawk told a con­ 
gressional committee Monday 


that the October riot was not 
the ship’s first and that racial 
lighting had flared ever since 
the carrier 
left 
here 
last 
February. 
Mrs. Kenneth Delancey was 
one of a dozen members of 
the 
Kitty 
Hawk’s 
enlisted 
wives club who met with the 
three-man House armed forces 
subcommittee 
following 
closed hearings earlier in the 
day. 


“ It should be aired in the 
open because a lot of things 
that the guys did on the ship 
was because they were kind 
of fed up,” said Mrs. Delan­ 
cey, whose husband recently 
retired as a petty officer 1st 
class. 
"I brought up the incident 
of the fighting on the Kitty 
Hawk, and one congressman 
asked what did the guys think 
they 
had 
accomplished 
by 


pulling people out of their 
racks. I told him, well, they 
probably felt that they were 
led up.” 
The Kitty Hawk rioting be­ 
tween black sailors, Marines 
and white crewmen occurred 
Oct. 12-13 while the carrier 
was heading for Vietnam and 
left 46 men injured. 
Mrs. 
Delancey, 
the 
only 
member of the 
club 
who 
would 
talk 
with 
newsmen, 
said she learned from her 
husband that there had been 
racial fighting ever since the 
ship sailed from San Diego in 
February for duty in Viet­ 
nam. 


“ The big riot they had on 
the Kitty Hawk was the part 
that was brought to the news 
and to the public back here in 
the states but was not the 
first one that they had,” she 
said. 


She said the subcommittee 
expressed little interest in the 
black viewpoint and criticized 
the Navy because “ only the 
b l a c k s got punished and 
whites didn’t get punished.” 


“ I have six little kids, lour 
boys out of the bunch, that 
one day might want to be sai­ 


lors and I'd like to see them 
get treated like a human 


being and not a black,” she 
said.

vestigation beyond the Kitty

Henry Kissinger’s Oct. 26 an­ 
nouncement that “ peace is at 
hand,” said “ nearly 50 day's 
alter on can only say that

Klein was asked whether he 
thought Nixon or Kissinger 
should brief the media again 
in view of the apparent delay 
in reaching a settlement of 
the war.

Peace Talks Contrast 
With Bitter, Deadly War 


TAY NINH, Vietnam (U PI) 
— While peace was discussed 
in Paris, Washington and Sai­ 


gon today, the war and its 
ugly accompanying scenes of 
death raged on. 


Bodies were stacked up in 
proof of the fighting that con­ 
tinues in the war that won’t 
go away. 


A North Vietnamese regi­ 
ment moved out of the Par­ 
rot’s Peak area of Cambodia 
Sunday but was caught and 
mauled while trying to cross 
Highway 22 south of this city 
50 miles northwest of Saigon. 
One battalion was cut to piec­ 
es by South Vietnamese ar­ 
tillery and the Regional For-

militiamen 
commanded by Tay Ninh pro-

The remaining two batta­ 
lions are being hunted and

South Vietnamese and their 
U.S. advisers have at their 
disposal. 
It was suspected that the 
North Vietnamese unit was 
heading for the lone high 
ground in the middle of the 
flatlands around here—a dead 
volcano cailed Black Virgin 
Mountain. They would rest 
there, pick up local guides 
and then possibly try to make 
their way south. 
Many of the more than 100 
Communist soldiers killed in 
the first two days of fighting 
wore square white handker­ 
chiefs with a red rose in one 


corner 
under 
the 
legend: 
“ Hero of the Liberation of the 
Capital.” 
ihe C50 regiment of about 
750 well-armed and equipped 
C o m m u n i s t soldiers was 
planning to attack Saigon, ac­ 
cording to South Vietnamese 
intelligence officers who com­ 
bed through tables full of cap­ 
tured documents and dianes. 
The rice paddy battlefield 
was quieting down as the

helicopter of Lt. 
Gen. Nguyen Van Minh, com­ 
mander of the Saigon area, 
clattered to earth beside a 
crater today. The naked body 
of a dead North Vietnamese 
hung head down over the 
edge of the six-foot-deep hole 
gouged by a bomb dropped on 
the Communist battalion.

The number of girls thumb­ 
ing rides has grown tremen­ 
dously 
over 
the 
past 
lew 
years 
in 
this 
metropolitan 
area which annually expe­ 
riences an influx of approxi­ 
mately a quarter-million col­ 
lege students. 
it was only a matter of 
time, officials 
said, 
before 
some would become victims 
of violence. Five have met 
such a fate. What happened 
to the sixth is as yet un­ 
known. 
The victims include: 
—Kathleen O’Gorman, 
19, 
ot Brockton, who disappeared 
July 3 on her way to wmrk. 
Her body was found in the 
Blue Hills in Milton July 9. 
—Debra Rae Stevens, 19, of 
Lynn, whose body was found 
Sept. 16 near her home. She 
was a Boston University stu- 
dent. 
—Kathleen Ann Randall, 19, 
of Cent rville, 
also a 
BU 
coed, found dead Oct. 1 in 
Nashua, N.H. She had disap­ 
peared Sept. 13. 
—Ellen A 

19, an 
Emerson College student. Her 


body was found Nov. 13 in a 
nailed closet in an abandoned 
building. She disappeared five 
days previously.

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UPLAND — Upland Hous­ 
ing Authority commissioners 
Monday night accepted under 
advisement an appeal from 
the Maddox-Stabler Construc­ 
tion Co. for renegotiation of 
its contract 
for 
the 
mod­ 
ernization of the Los Olivos 
Housing Project. 
In taking the appeal under 
study, 
the 
commission 
in­ 
structed 
Executive Director 
Rev. Jerry- Leggit to contact 
the Los Angeles office of the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development 
(HUD), 
which funds the $795,000 mod­ 
ernization project, to deter­ 
mine its official 
policy 
on 
renogitiation of contracts. 
In presenting his case be­ 
fore the commissioners, Jo­ 
seph Stabler, a partner in the 
construction company, cited 
the fact that refusal of te­ 
nants to move back into units 
until all modernization work 
has been completed has de­ 
layed the 
company’s 
work 
schedule at least six months 
beyond the expected comple­ 
tion date of January 1973. 


Contract Cited 


Under the terms of the con­ 
tract. Stabler said, 
tenants 
were to have moved back into 
the units as soon as toilet, 
kitchen and cooking facilities 
could be reconnected, but be­ 
fore finishing touches such as 
tiling were completed. 
This refusal, he said, de- 
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laved work crews by as much 
as three weeks in starting 
work on the next increment of 
units. 
The resulting delay has cost 
the company some $80,000 of 
its own money because of ad­ 
ditional overhead and job su­ 
pervision costs, he said. “ We 
feel we’re being hurt because 
we can’t proceed with work 
as called for by the specifica­ 
tions.” 
By way of rebuttal, both 
Executive 
Director 
Leggit 
and Contracting Officer-Archi- 
tect Theodore Criley Jr. noted 
that the question of when te­ 
nants were to move back had 
been discussed on two occa­ 
sions, and that the move in 
after full completion had been 
agreed to by the construction 
company 
and 
subsequently 
approved by HUD. 
Stabler denied that this had 
been agreed to and called it 
merely “ an instruction.” 
Criley also noted 
that 
a 
change order had been ap­ 
proved in June by the UHA to 
give the company a 70-day 
time extension on the con­ 
tract because of delays. “ But 
you (Maddox-Stabler) didn’t 
sign it,” he said, “ because 
you wanted money on top of 
it.” 
Increase Requested 
Criley 
recommended 
that 
the commissioners ignore the 
requested increase in contract 
costs of $3.022 per month, but 
approve a new change order 
for an extension of up to 81 
days “ or more if you need 
it.” 
Despite his hard line, Criley 
praised the company lor its 
good cooperation and noted 
that work “ is now proceeding ; 
with satisfactory efficiency, 
and lack of friction.” 
In other action, the com­ 
missioners approved a $24,- 
380.95 contract 
payment to 
Maddox-Stabler for work done 
during the month of Novem­ 
ber, and passed a resolution 
on the county’s new five-year 
rent subsidy program. 
Under the county’s Experi­ 
mental 
Housing 
Allowance 
Program, low income famil­ 
ies would receive direct sub­ 
sidies to rent privately owned 
houses for a period of two 
years. After this the UHA will 
administer the program in­ 
volving 200 houses in Mon­ 
tclair and Upland for the re­ 
maining three years.

PARIS (UPI) - At a time 
of growing concern over the 
spread of drugs among the 
young, alcohol remains the 
No.l drug problem in devel­ 
oped nations, an international 
conference on drugs has con­ 
cluded. 
One of the delegates to the 
meeting said alcoholism was 
s p r e a d i n g to children as 
young as 12. 
They also concluded 
that 
the drug problem was wor­ 
sening but in some areas “‘the 
panic period is over.” 
More than 50 experts from 
20 nations opened a nine-day 
symposium on drug patterns 
at 
the 
U.N. 
Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organ­ 
ization (UNESCO) Monday. 
Peter Bennink-Bolt of the 
Hellinek Clinic in Amsterdam, 
told the group “ there are 3,- 
000 hard drug users in the 
Netherlands, but 150,000 alco­ 
hol problems.” “ Because the 
Netherlandds is considered by 
the rest of the world as the 
country where everything is 
possible as far as drugs are 
concerned, 80 per cent of our 
clinic drug patients are fo­ 
reigners. 
from 
the 
United 
States, Italy, southern Eur­ 
ope.” 
Marcel Bougie, director of 
the 
Drug 
Prevention 
and 
Treatment Service in Quebec, 
Canada, said “ more alcohol is 
consumed by young people. 
They drink 
more.” 
Bougie 
said as far as hard drugs was 
concerned, “ the panic period 
is over. Young people know 


how to take drugs, and the 
population is learning how to 
live with this phenomenon.” 
“ Alcohol remains the U.S. 
No. 1 drug problem,” said 
Donald A. McCune, director 
of the California Drug Educa­ 
tion Program. “ It is increas­ 
ing at a rate far exceeding 
other drugs. There is also an 
increasing number of persons 
using heroin since the Viet­ 


nam war. It has spread like 
a 
shotgun 
rather 
than 
a 
ripple” 
A delegate from Denmark 
said Alcoholism has spread to 
1 2-y e a r s-olds—“ We 
have 
12-year-old alcoholics in our 
clinic.” 
Belgium’s biggest problem 
is alcoholism although narcot­ 
ics 
misuse 
has 
increased 
from four arrests in 1964 to 


321 arrests in 1971, delegates 
said. Belgium started its first 
drug study program only in j 
September. 
Czechoslovak and Bulgarian 
delegations announced 
that, |j 
except for an increase in the 
use of alcohol, drugs are no jl

China Policy, W age- Price Freeze 
Kennedy Praises Nixon Decisions 


BEV ERLY HILLS (UPI) - 
Sen. 
Edw'ard 
M, 
Kennedy 
said Monday night he will “ ex­ 
tend the olive branch” to the 
Nixon Administration in The 
coming Congress to help the 
President in his foreign and 
domestic policies. 
“ We have differences in po­ 
licies, to be sure, and some of 
t h o s e d i f f e r e n c e s are 
profound, but they are no 
longer necessarily colored by 
the difficult partisan passions 
that so often obscured the is­ 
sues before,” the Massachu­ 
setts Democrat said. 
Kennedy, who made the re­ 
marks at a 
$500-per-couple 
dinner honoring a local Dem­ 
ocratic fund-raiser also paid 
tribute to Nixon for his po­ 
licies toward China and the 
wage price freeze. 
“ It was he who brought 
America’s China policy out of 


the Korean dark ages and 
into the sunlight of the mod­ 
ern Pacific world,” Kennedy 
said. 
“ And with respect to the 
economy, whatever problems 
of timing and inequity may 
now exist—and they do ex­ 
ist—we know that the wage- 
price freeze of 1971 was right. 
If w'e needed any additional 
proof, we saw it in the way 
that Great Britain recently 
chose to model her own new 
economic policy on Mr. Nix­ 
on’s effective action last year, 
year. 
“ That’s the wav it ought to 
be on every issue,” the sena­ 
tor said. “ With the opportun­ 
ity we now have, we can have 
programs that work in every 
area.” 
Kennedy said there is more 
goodwill in Congress toward 
Nixon now than perhaps at 


any time in his career in pub­ 
lic life. 


“ 1 see the range of foreign 
and domestic issues before us 
as a field that presents a 
very great opportunity for ef­ 
fective action and cooperation 
between Congress and the Ad­ 
ministration, especially in the 
vital areas such as national 
security, 
the economy 
and 
health 
and 
education,”

said. 
“ Without abandoning any of 
the basic principles we have 
fought for, we in Congress 
and 1 for one will extend the 
olive branch to the Admin­

Public o pinio n samplers are like do cto rs. The 
o ne checks the health o f the bo dy phy sical: the o ther 
takes the pulse o f the bo dy po litic o r so cial. 
Fo r the o ne, the patient is the indiv idual; fo r the 
o ther, it is the co mmunity at large. 
J ust as phy sicians can so metimes disagree in 
their diagno ses, ev en mo re so can the po llsters. And 
just as hy po cho ndriacs flit fro m do cto r to do cto r, 
ho ping to hav e their wo rst fears co nfirmed, co m­ 
mentato rs can po int to this po ll o r that surv ey to 
pro v e whatev er it is they want to pio v e abo ut the 
present and future health o f America. 
No t that public o pinio n surv ey s are no t accurate 
o r useful. Quite the co ntrary . Ov er the y ears the 
pulse-takers hav e refined their metho ds into highly 
reliable and v aluable scientific instruments. 
But 
like 
the 
blind 
men ex amining 
the 
ele­ 
phant-o ne feeling a leg and likening it to a tree, 
ano ther feeling the trunk and likening it to a big 
snake—no o ne surv ey o f po pular beliefs o r attitudes 
can giv e a co mplete picture o f the beast we are all 
so interested in. 
Fo r ex ample, po llster Lo uis Harris repo rts that, 
co ntrary ' to the idea that the presidential electio n 
sho wed the co untry mo v ing to ward co nserv atism, 
the truth is just the o ppo site. 
Co mparing the respo nse o f a natio nwide cro ss sec­ 
tio n o f 1,6 58 ho useho lds to questio ns asked just be­ 
fo re the 19 7 2 electio n with identical questio ns asked 
befo re the 19 6 8 electio n, Harris finds a steady drift 
away fro m bo th “ co nserv ativ e” and “ middle-o f-the- 
ro ad” po sitio ns. 
While the number o f Americans who place them­ 
selv es in these two catego ries still make up 6 9 per cent 
o f the public, o ut-numbering “ liberals” o r “ radicals” 
by better than two -to -o ne, this is do wn fro m 7 5 per 
cent fiv e y ears ago . The number who call themselv es 
“ liberal” o r “ radical” has risen fro m 15 to 22 per cent, 
say s Harris. 
By co ntrast, attitude researcher Daniel Yankelo v - 
ich repo rts that “ o ur studies o f the changing so cial 
and po litical env iro nment sho w a sharp increase in 
recent mo nths in the number o f peo ple who think o f 
them selv es as co nserv ativ e in o utlo o k.” 
Yankelo v ich speaks o f a “ co nserv ativ e backlash” 
fro m attacks o n traditio nal American institutio ns 
and v alues, particularly tho se that hav e taken place 
o n co llege campuses. 
Perhaps reflecting this seem ing co ntradictio n be­ 
tween Harris and Yankelo v ich, a third researcher 
no tes bo th a mo o d o t pessim ism amo ng Americans 
and a great deal o f o ptimism. 
Summing up a series o f repo rts published by 
Newspaper Enterprise Asso ciatio n, Stanley C. Plo g, 
president o f Behav io r Science Co rp. (BASICO), say s 
that a natio nal sam ple o f the o pinio ns o f 1,500 res­ 
po ndents “ shewed that an o v env helm ingly majo r­ 
ity —three-quarters o f all middle Americans—are 
deeply co ncerned abo ut the future.” The natio n’s 
future, that is. 
Yet at the samz time, say s Plo g, a stro ng majo r­ 
ity is quite co nfident abo ut their o wn immediate 
tuture, at least in terms o f jo bs and inco mes. 
When tho se and o ther po lls are bro ken do wn—as 
they must be—into age gro ups, o ccupatio ns, inco me 
lev el, geo graphy , etc., the co ntradictio ns beco me 
mo re understandable. All o f them, ho wev er they 7 
m ay differ in their o v er-all diagno ses o f the state o f 
health o f the bo dy so cial, repo rt similar co nflicting 
trends and asso ciated wo rries and anx ieties amo ng 
Americans. 
But may be it has alway s been so , o nly we didn’t 
hav e po lls back in the o id day s to tell us. May be

We hav e also been g i­ 
v en a m essage fo r Presiden t 
Nix o n. “Tell the Presiden t,” 
we were asked, “ that In dian s 
do no t w an t the do cu m en ts 
any lo nger than it tak es to 
duplicate and index them so 
that ev ery tribe in America 
can 
educate 
itself 
to 
the 
do uble-dealing o f the federal 
go v ernment and find way s to 
fo restall it.” 
We 
hav e 
inspected 
th o u ­ 
sands upo n tho usands o f do cu­ 
ments, 
so m e 
alm o st brittle 
with age, o thers fresh as to ­ 
day ’s headlines. They tell a 
shabby sto ry . 
So me 
do cum ents describe 
m u ltin iillio n -do llar lan d deals 
in So uth Dako ta’s Black Hills. 
Others rev eal ho w the Wh ite 
Ho use play ed po litics with In ­ 
dian rig h ts. 
There are also po ignant pa­ 
pers, like the acco unt o f an 
Indian wo man who se fo o t was 
bro ken by the po lice bu t was 
left to spend the night in jail 
u n ten ded. 
But abo v e all,

ments indict the bureaucrats 
who hav e pretended to help 
the Indians but hav e o ften ex ­ 
plo ited them instead.

Labor at Crossroads 
Workers1 Political Affections 
Shouldn't Be Taken for Granted

Secreta ry o f La bo r 
Abo ut 400 y ears ago a do ur 
cleric cam e alo ng and put 
wo rk o n a pedestal. Jo hn Cal- 
vin did fo r wo rk what Freud 
did fo r sex — and then so me. 
What was o nce the so rro w o f 
the Greek slave became the 
pride o f the freeman. Wo rk 
m eant virtue. Thus, Calvin 
sired the Pro testant wo rk eth 
ic, o ne o f the mo st durable 
po stures o f m an’s sho rt be­ 
havio ral histo ry . 
Much to the surprise o f 
many a co ntempo rary intel­ 
lectual and po litician, it turns 
o ut that American wo rkers 
believe in wo rk, like to wo rk 
and regard tho se who disdain 
wo rk with a disdain o f their 
o wn. 
Even when he views his 
o wn jo b as less than satis­ 
fy ing, the wo rker still 
be­ 
lieves wo rk itself is go o d. 
When it co mes to kno wing 
what is o ne’s self-interest and 
pursuing it tenacio usly , the

peers. Bo th thro ugh co llective 


bargaining and the use o f

advances

Fo r in­ 
stance, in the last 15 y ears 
his wages have increased 9 3 
per cent while co rpo rate pro ­ 
fits gained o nly 70 per cent.

The American wo rker fo und 
the liberal thinking o n these 
new issues largely o ut o f tune 
bo th with his mo ral instincts 
and 
his 
basic 
self-interest. 
And thus he began to display 
a maverick tendency to stray 
fro m liberal pastures. 
There is, o f co urse, a paral­ 
lel trend that must also be 
recko ned with. Fo r instance, 
instead o f being attracted to 
redistributio n 
o f 
wealth 
schemes, as so me ex pected, 
the wo rker rejected them as 
merely ano ther way to use 
tax es to take mo ney fro m 
tho se who wo rk and to give it 
to tho se who do n’t wo rk. And 
even the o ld po litically re­ 
liable pro mise to clo se tax 
lo o pho les 
elicited 
wo unded 
cries fro m the wo rker when 
he learned it meant sacrific­ 
ing his inco me tax deductio n 
fo r the interest po rtio n o f his 
mo nthly ho use pay ment. All 
this has led many an o bser­ 
ver to co nclude that basic 
American wo rker 
sentiment 
to day is taking o n a middle- 
class flavo r. 
It all adds up to a new real­ 
ity . Po litically the wo rker is 
beco ming 
an 
independent; 
eco no mically he is o ften a 
“have.” And his values are 
r a p i d l y 
shifting 
to ward 
middle-class standards. 
What do es all this m ean po ­ 
litically ? Can we 
co nclude, 
fo r instance, that a histo ric 
change 
and 
perm anent 
re­ 
alignment o f co nstituencies is 
in the o ffing fo r o ur two -party 
sy stem? Fo r o ne o f my po si­ 
tio n and po litical persuasio n 
the pro spect is inviting — in 
viting and who lly 
po ssible. 
Yet it is less than certain. 
But I do suggest two co n­ 
clusio ns y o u may wish to muse 
o n; 
First, 
as 
the 
wo rker 
m o v e s 
to 
the 
eco no mic 
middle, the po litical centet 
will mo ve with him. 
Seco nd, the American wo rk­ 
er must hencefo rth be 
re­ 
garded as a po litical indepen­ 
dent. His vo te hereafter is up

fo r grab.-.. 
These truths, as indeed I so 


regard them, will no t be lo st 
o n to mo rro w’s po liticians. A 


co ntingent as vast in number 
as American wage earners — 
70 millio n stro ng — will be­ 
co me a massively tempting 
target fo r to mo rro w’s po litical 
candidates and parties. The 
po litical co mpetitio n fo r wo rk­ 
er allegiance and suppo rt will 
be fierce. 


Blandishm ents and appeals 
aplenty will co me his way . 
Fo r the po litician is a m arke­ 
teer _ a m arketeer 
in the 
marketplace o f human asp ira­ 
tio n, and the American wo rk 
fo rce will be a huge and vul­ 
nerable market. 


Just who will em erge the 
winner in this co mpetitio n we 
canno t kno w. But o ne thing 
we can predict — with all this 
co mpetitio n fo r his po litical 
affectio n, the big winner will 
really be the American wo rk­ 
er. And fro m my view as Se­ 
cretary o f Labo r that is just 
as it sho uld be.

Mao Fears Emergence of Elite 
Leadership Class After Death

PEKING (UPl) -One of 
Mao Tse-tung’s greatest con­ 
cerns about Chinese Commu­ 
nism is the emergence of an 
elite leadership class after his 
death that will depart from 
the course he has set for 
China. 
This, Mao contends, is what 
happened in Russia and turn­ 
ed the Soviet Union into a 
revisionist state. 
This is what was happening 
in China when Mao launched 
the Cultural Revolution in the 
last decade'and destroyed the 
old leadership structure of 
both party and state. 
Mao always has maintained 
that the best way to prevent 
the development of an elitist 
leadership class is for the lea­ 
ders—the 
cadres—to 
spend 
time laboring with the work­ 
ers and peasants, listening to 
their complaints and learning 
about their problems. 
By getting their hands dir­ 
ty, Mao says, the cadres will 
cleanse their minds of any 
capitalist ideas that they may 
belong to a special group 
w h i c h requires privileged 
treatment. 
On May 7, 1966, in a letter 
to the late Defense Minister 
Lin Piao, Mao proposed a 
program 
for 
implementing 
these 
ideas. 
This 
became 
known as the “ May 7th Direc­ 
tive’’ and is the basis for the 
retraining and reeducation of 
cadres that is going on in 
China today. 
Mao issued another direc­ 
tive on Oct. 4, 1968, declaring 
that, “ sending the masses of 
cadres to do manual work 
gives them an excellent op­ 
portunity to study once again. 
This should be done by all 
cadres except those who are 
too old, weak, ill or disabled. 
Cadres at work should also go 
group by group to do manual 
labor.” 
The new program swung 
into high gear that same 
m o n t h . Special facilities, 
known as “ May 7th Schools” , 
were established throughout 
the country for cadres to par­ 
ticipate in group study and 
collective labor. 
For cadres working in the 
eastern district of Peking, the 
May 7th School is located 
about 25 miles away in the 


eastern suburbs. It was estab­ 
lished on Nov. 7, 1968. Since 
then more than 3,000 “ stu­ 
dents” 
have 
attended 
the 
school, including the present 
group of 450, ranging froom 
school teachers to factory su­ 
pervisors. 
“ Welcome to the East City 
District May 7th School,” said 
Chao Sung-ling, the man in 
charge, when we arrived for 
a visit. “ Let me tell you 
about our school and what we 
are trying to accomplish." 
For the next three hours, 
Chao told how the cadres had 
built the school from scratch, 
taking barren, 
uncultivated 
land and turning it into far­ 
mland 
that 
now 
produces 
about 8,000 tons of grain and 
5,000 tons of vegetables an­ 
nually. 
“ We have transformed not 
only the objective world, but 
also the subjective world,” 
Chao said while reciting these 
and other achievements. 
Each cadre attending this 
school stays six months. The 
t e r m 
for other schools 
throughout the country varies 
from three months to three 
years. 
Each cadre at this school 
spends from two weeks to one 
month living with a farm 
family in nearby commune 
villages. The remainder of 
the time is spent in dormi­ 
tories built by the cadres 
themselves. 
Because they are so close 
to their homes, each cadre is 
permitted to visit his family 
for three days every two 
weeks. For cadres from cen­ 
tral government offices, who 
usually are sent to schools 
much more distant from Pek­ 
ing, the visiting periods are 
not so liberal. They get one 
month a year off to visit with 
their families. 
While taking us on a tour of 
the school’s pig pens and 
vegetable patches, Chao said 
the cadres usually spend four 
days a week in collective la­ 
bor and two days a week in 
group study. 
“ We feel that this system of 
self study, 
participation in 
mass labor and living with the 
peasants has great significance 
preventing revisionism 
and 


consolidating 
the 
proleta­ 
riat. 
“ After spending time here, 
the cadres are able to over­ 
come the habit of divorcing 
themselves from the people 
and from reality. They return 
to their jobs with 
a 
re­ 
moulded world outlook.” 
When the first May 7th 
Schools first were established 
there was a widespread belief 
among analysts outside China 
that they were at least partly 
punitive. Some specialists in 
Chinese affairs still hold to 
this belief. 
“ Absolutely not,” Chao said 
with some vehemence. “ Ev­ 
eryone who comes here is a 
volunteer. Everyone wants to 
come. We have a long waiting 
list now. That is why we have 
to keep the term shorter than 
many would like.” 
From talking with cadres at 
this 
school 
and 
watching 
them at study and work you 
get the impression that the 
. six-month term is something 
like a long stay at a dude 
ranch for some of them. For 
the others it is probably like 
the general American attitude 
about going into the army 
most people do not want to 
so, do not care much for it 
while they are in but think it 
was not such a bad expe 
rience when it is over.

Department 
and

ceiv ed no help — and 
no 
sy mpathy either. He was sub­ 
ject to the laws o f the co untry 
he was v isiting. This is why 
y o ung Americans trav eling so 
info rmally abro ad are o ften 
subject to ex tensiv e search 
at custo ms, abro ad and upo n 
their return here. Being “ bus­ 
ted” fo r drugs is no jo ke and 
can interfere with future life 
go als in so me o f the to p pro ­ 
fessio ns. 


I am glad y o u two girls are 
no t inv o lv ed y o urselv es, but 
o n the o ther hand y o u do n’t 
seem particularly co ncerned 
o ne way o r the o ther. If so . 
y o u are no t intelligently in­ 
fo rming y o urselv es. 


In the Aug. 7 issue o f Mo d­ 
ern Medicine, Dr. Marv in Mo ­ 
ser, assistant pro fesso r o f cli­ 
nical medicine at Albert Eins­ 
tein Co llege o f Medicine o f 
Y e s h i v a Univ ersity , New 
Yo rk, said in a v ery definitiv e 
article called “ Do cto r Builds 
a Case Against 
Marijuana” 
that: 


1—Little is kno wn abo ut ma­ 
rijuana’s po ssible effects. In re­ 
cent y ears, no drug has been 
cleared fo r general use based 
o n the kind o f fragmentary 
ev idence av ailable o n mar- 
jiuana, particularly o ne with 
significance fo r the fo rmativ e 
ado lescent 
y ears.

juana is legalized and if fu­ 
ture data sho w detrimental 
effects, it wo uld be to o late to 
reimpro se restrictio ns. 


” 2 —Altho ugh the effect o f 
marijuana o n many peo ple 
may be no mo re serio us than 
changes in sense o f time and 
space o r in perceptio n o r co ­ 
o rdinatio n. cases o f acute psy ­ 
cho ses fro m marijuana hav e 
been do cumented. There is no 
kno wn metho d o f predicting 
who will hav e a sev ere reac­ 
tio n. 
“ 3 — A majo rity o f perso ns 
who use marijuana do so o nly 
a sho rt time and then sto p 
witho ut no ting any perso nality 
changes. Chro nic users, ho w­ 
ev er, lo se the ability to co pe 
with reality , to endure frust­ 
ratio ns, 
to 
co ncentrate 
o r 
learn, to earn,’ o ut realistic 
go als and to co mmunicate ef­ 
fectiv ely .” 
Ev ery generatio n o f y o ung 
peo ple 
has 
taken 
terrible 
chances. Perhaps this chance- 
taking is part o f the natural 
dev elo pment o f y o uth. Bo o tleg 
alco ho l during Pro hibitio n led 
to such awful chances, to o — 
fo r ex ample, death, paraly sis 
o r blindness. We 
may no t 
kno w fo r many y ears, do cto rs 
tell me, what marijuana is 
go ing to do in the y ears to 
co me. One o f the mo st ter­ 
rify ing things, I think, is un­ 
derlined by what Dr. Mo ser 
has to say in o ne o f his many 
po ints against marijuana. He 
say s, “ Perso ns who beco me 
chro nic marijuana users jo in 
the drug subculture and drift 
increasingly away fro m mean­ 
ingful relatio nships with per­ 


so ns no t inv o lv ed in the drug 
culture.” 


When we shy away fro m 
meaningful relatio nships, we 
do n’t care what beco mes o f 
us fo r we hav e no ambitio n to 
be co ntributing human beings. 
We are lo st and so may be 
o ur co untry . 


Be glad that y o u are no t 
perso nally interested in mari­ 
juana, but do info rm y o ur­ 
selv es. Kno wledge is the best 
pro tectio n a g a i n s t danger.

Soot No Longer 
Borger Problem 


BOR GER , Tex. (UPI) - 
White-faced cattle, the pride 
of many Texas ranchers, once 
returned to Borger corrals at 
night with black faces. House­ 
wives were fearful to hang 
the weekly wash out in the 
open and men were certain of 
white shirt collar rings. 
One of the dirtiest towns in 
America back in 1956 was 
this small oil center of 20,911 
persons, 
located 
50 
miles 
northeast of Amarillo in the 
Texas Panhandle. 
Oil and gas created the 
bocmtown in 1926. It began to 
sag during the depression, 
neared bankruptcy in 1940, 
had a second boom during the 
Korean war and then gave 
way to automation in 1964. 
Two decades ago no one 
seemed to care that black 
smoke from the 16 carbon 
black producing plants was 
dumping sooi* on the town. 
“ It’s different today,” one 
oldtimer 
said. 
“ We 
have 
pride and we care. Even the 
white faced cattle can graze 
on green pastures and return 
at night with their faces still 
white. 
“ The smut is gone, and 
wite it the 
grime 
which 
caused most of the collar 
rings. Personal, civic and in­ 
dustrial pride has changed 
Borger completely.” 
New Image 
Borger has cast aside its 
old 
image. 
Carbon 
black 
plants essential in tires and 
other industries have been up­ 
dated to the 20th Century 
through new technology and 
good housekeeping. 
Warren Acker, manager of 
the Phillips Petroleum Co.’s 
Plains Butadiene plant in 
Borger, had a lot to do with 
cleaning up Borger. 
“ It isn’t something that one 
man could have done by him­ 
self,” said Acker, 53, presi­ 
dent of the city’s Chamber of 
Commerce. “ It teok a lot of 
peopl e who worked and 
cared, and companies who 
backed them up. But, it work­ 
ed. Our town today is as 
clean as any town our size." 
Back in the early days 
when carbon black was one of 
the major industries, folks had 
a motto that anyone who 
didn’t 
like 
carbon 
money 
should get out of tewn. 
The industry remains much 
the same today, but the atti­ 
tude has changed completely. 
“ During the early days this 
area was dotted with a num- 
b e r of c h a n n e l black 
plants—the type of operations 
which gave off tremendous 
amounts of black smoke," 
Acker said. “ No one knew of 
a way to collect the black 
smoke—and I guess no one 
really cared. But these plants 
ceased operation and were 
r e p l a c e d with oil-fumace 
plants.” 
The early oil-fumace plants, 
although much cleaner, col­ 


lected only about 80-85 per 
cent* of the dark carbon dust. 
“ Our 
company 
then 
in­ 
stalled a bag filter collection 
system, which enabled us to 
cut back on emissions even 
more. One by one new equip­ 
ment replaced the oid while 
improvements were still being 
developed. 
“ By the late 1950s we were 
beginning 
to 
make 
head­ 
way." 
The company replaced out­ 
dated equipment. The plant? 
was repainted. The old car­ 
bon dust, ud to 18 inches deep 
in some places, was hauled 
away and buried. 
“ What was nearly an obso­ 
lete plant is today one of the 
most modem and beautiful 
plants in the nation," Acker 
said. 
Phillips 
developed 
color 
slides of their new plant and 
began calking it up around 
town. The plant was opened 
for “ walkthroughs.” 
People 
began to notice and care. 
“ The whole city became in­ 
volved,” Acker said. 
“ The 
C h a m b e r of 
Commerce 
headed a drive, and over 900 
citizens began revamping the 
city.” 
Businessmen cleared away 
unsightly shacks and hustled 
three 
new 
industries 
into 
town. A new' shopping mall 
and senior citizens’ center 
were built*. Phillips and J. M. 
Huber Corp., the two largest 
carbon black producers, out­ 
did other Texas corporations 
i n 
getting 
its 
air 
clean 
again—before the state’s 1967 
clean-air law'. 
Cooperation Effort 
“The two industries st>ent 
millions on filtering equip­ 
ment teat would rid Borger’s 
skies of carbon pollution,” 
Acker said. “ The city and its 
people showed interest, and 
the plants backed them all 
the way.” 
Mrs. Lou Cooley helped or­ 
ganize the 
town’s women. 
They, in turn, did their part 
to get tee air and the town 
cleaned up. Mrs. Cooley was, 
and still is, the Women's Divi­ 
sion president of the Cham­ 
ber. 
“ I just couldn’t believe the 
dirt that rained down on the 
streets and windowsills and 
cars,” she said, remembering 
when she moved to Borger in 
1943. “ No one dared buy a 
white rug. After walking in 
the yard or on sidewalks, 
people would leave footprints 
when t h e y walked into 
houses.” 
Borger was selected in 1970 
as an All-America City by the 
National Municipal 
League 
and Look Magazine. 
Today, Borger is a proud 
town—including 
its 
white­ 
faced cattle, its white-collar 
workers and its housewives 
hanging the weekly wash out 
in the sun to dry. 


Egypt Not Prepared 
For War, Says Survey 


BR USSELS (UPI) —A top 
¡ecret survey by the Egyptian 
irmv and air force has con­ 
vinced the Cairo military that 
t cannot* fight Israel in the 
oreseeable future, diplomatic 
sources said today. 
The sources said the survey 
¡howed that only 40 per cent 
>f »he army’s weapons are 
jattleready and only 60 to 65 
jer cent of the air forces 
varplanes are ready to fly. 
Another startling disclosure 
n the survey, they said, is 
he news that Egypt lost 
iboin 100 fighters and bom- 
A/s in the “ war of attrition” 
tfith Israel since late 1969. 
Until August, 1970, and in 
fl'ning since then. At the 
*me, the Egyptians said they 
lost 10 planes in fighting Is­ 
rael. 
The sources said the Egyp­ 
tian military is less worried 
about the losses in the fight­ 
ing wite Israel than that their 
air force squandered at least 
>0 planes—maybe 
more—in 
xaining accidents in the two 
y'ears since then. 
The sources said the survey 
alames the lack of battle* 
readiness on 
bad 
mainte­ 
nance, careless handling by 
Egyptian troops and a lack of 
»pare 
parts 
from 
R ussia, 
ateich supplied most of the 
arms. 
They said tee survey has 
ed top military men in cairo 
to conclude that their nation 
would be no match tor Israel 
in another war—now or m the 
foreseeable future. 


The survey reportedly said 
that of the Egyptian army’s 
weapons, 40 per cent are ef­ 
fective, 40 per cent are be­ 
yond repair, and the other 20 
per cent peesumably can be 
used if spare parts arrive. 
R ecent Egyptian military 
missions to Moscow has pro­ 
duced a promise that supplies 
o f 
spare 
parts—suspended 
when Egypt expelled Soveit 
advisers in July—will be re­ 
sumed. But the sources said 
the Soviets refused to sell 
Cairo any longrange bombers 
or rockets, and are taking 
plenty of time on shipments 
of spare parts. 
Most of the Egyptian planes 
are MIG21 fighters and SU7 
bombers—both Soviet made. 
The loss of 100 of these planes 
since 1969 meant tha? about 
one-fifth of the Egyptian air 
force of 523 planes has disap­ 
peared. 


Egypt now has some 400 to 
45(1 warplanes, they said but 
with 60 per cent effectiveness, 
only 300 or less are ready to 
fly.

Apollo 17 Base May Be Site of 
Last Lunar Volcanic Upheaval 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(UPI) —Apollo’s iast explo­ 
rers found evidence e»rly to­ 
day suggesting 
their pictu­ 
resque base in a lunar valley 
might be the scene of one of 
the moon’s last volcanic up­ 
heavals. 
Eugene A. Ceman and Har­ 
rison 
H. 
“ Jack” 
Schmitt 
worked long and hard cn the 
first of three excursions from 
t h e 
Apollo 
17 
spacecraft 
Challenger. 
They 
were 
re­ 
warded with a view of the 
most exquisite lunar scenery 
seen first-hand by man. 
“ Oh, 
my 
golly, 
unbelie­ 
vable,” 
exclaimed 
Ceman 
when he first set foot on the 
moon. 
“ A 
geologist’s 
paradise,” 
said Schmitt, the first geolog­ 
ist to go to the moon. 
The astronauts’ quest for 
rocks spanning the ages of lu­ 
nar evolution resumes today 
when they drive their moon 
buggy 3>4 miles to an ava­ 
lanche at the foot of a sun- 
washed mountain 7,790 feet 
high. 
In 
orbit 
overhead, 
com­ 
mand module pilot Ronald E. 
Evans flies the 
mothership 
America on a lonely surveil­ 
lance mission. He added to 


the scientific output of the na­ 
tion’s final planned moon ex- 
p e d i t i o n by sighting two 
flashes of light on the dark 
l u n a r 
horizon. 
Scientists 
thought he may have seen 
meteoroid impacts. 
Challenger landed only 272 
feet from its target Monday 
afternoon, and six hours la­ 
ter, Cernan and Schmitt had 
an American flag flying from

moon. Their home for three 
days was ringed by rounded, 
knobby mountains and a 300- 
foot cliff. 
The two explorers spent 7 
hours, 12 minutes on their

They returned to Challenger 
at 2:07 a.m., tired, dirty and 
satisfied with the job they ac­ 
complished.

UPLAND — Upland Hous­ 
ing Authority commissioners 
Monday night accepted under 
advisement an appeal from 
the Maddox-Stabler Construc­ 
tion Co. for renegotiation of 
its contract 
for 
the 
mod­ 
ernization of the l.os Olivos 
Housing Project. 
In taking the appeal under 
study, 
the 
commission 
in­ 
structed Executive Director 
Rev. Jerry I.eggit to contact 
the Los Angeles office of the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD), 
which funds the $795,000 mod­ 
ernization project, to deter­ 
mine its official 
policy on 
renogitiation of contracts. 
In presenting his case be­ 
fore the commissioners. 
Jo­ 
seph Stabler, a partner in the 
construction company, cited 
the fact that refusal of te­ 
nants to move back into units 
until all modernization work 
has been completed has de­ 
layed the company's 
work 
schedule at least six months 
beyond the expected comple­ 
tion date ot January 1975. 


Contract Cited 
Under the terms of the con­ 
tract. Stabler said, tenants 
were to have moved back into 
the units as soon as toilet, 
kitchen and cooking facilities 
could be reconnected, but be­ 
fore finishing touches such as 
tiling were completed. 
This refusal, he said, de- 
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laved work crews by as much 
as three weeks in starting 
work on the next increment of 
units. 
T he resulting delay has cost 
the company some $x(),000 of 
its own money because of ad­ 
ditional overhead and job su­ 
pervision costs, he said. “ We 
feel we’re being hurt because 
we can’t proceed with work 
as called for by the specifica­ 
tions.” 
By way of rebuttal, both 
Executive 
Director 
Leggit 
and Contracting Otitr^-Archi­ 
tect Theodore Crilev Jr. noted 
that the question ot when te­ 
nants were to move back had 
h< en discussed on two occa­ 
sions, and that the move in 
after full completion had been 
agreed to by the construction 
company 
and 
subsequently 
approved by HUD. 
Stabler denied that this had 
been agreed to and called it 
merely “ an instruction." 
Criley also noted 
that 
a 
change order had been ap­ 
proved in June by the UHA to 
give the company a 70-day 
time extension on the con­ 
tract because of delays. “ But 
you (Maddox-Stabler) didn’t 
sign it,” he said, “ because 
you wanted money on top of 
it.” 
Increase Requested 
Criley 
recommended 
that 
the commissioners ignore the 
requested increase in contract 
costs of $3.022 per month, but 
approve a new change order 
for an extension of up to 81 
days “ or more if you need 
it.” 
Despite his hard line, Criley 
praised the company for its 
good cooperation and noted 
that work “ is now proceeding 
with 
satisfactory' 
efficiency, 
and lack of friction.” 
In other action, the com­ 
missioners approved a $24,- 
380.95 contract 
payment 
to 
Maddox-Stabler for work done 
during the month of Novem­ 
ber, and passed a resolution 
on the county’s new tive-year 
rent subsidy program. 
Under the county's Experi­ 
mental 
Housing 
Allowance 
Program, low income famil­ 
ies would receive direct sub­ 
sidies to rent privately owned 
house^ for a period of two 
years. After this the UHA will 
administer the program 
in­ 
volving 200 houses in Mon­ 
tclair and Upland for the re­ 
maining three years.

Spreading to Youngsters 
Nations Say Alcoholism,

PARIS (UPI) - At h time 
ot growing concern over the 
spread of drugs among the 
young, alcohol remains the 
No.l drug problem in devel­ 
oped nations, an international 
conference on drugs has con­ 
cluded. 
One ot the delegates to the 
meeting said alcoholism was 
s p r e a d i n g to children as 
young as 12. 
They also concluded 
that 
the drug problem was wor­ 
sening but in some areas “ the 
panic period is over.” 
More than 50 experts from 
20 nations opened a nine-day 
symposium on drug patterns 
at 
the 
U.N. 
Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organ­ 
ization (UNESCO) Monday. 
Peter Bennink-Rolt of the 
Hellinek Clinic in Amsterdam, 
told the group “ there are 3,- 
000 hard drug users in the 
Netherlands, but 150,000 alco­ 
hol problems.” “ Because the 
Netherlandds is considered hv 
the rest of the world as the 
country where everything is 
possible as far as drugs are 
concerned, 80 per cent of our 
clinic drug patients are fo­ 
reigners, 
from 
the 
United 
Stares, Italy, southern 
Eur­ 
ope.” 
Marcel Bougie, director of 
the 
Drug 
Prevention 
and 
Treatment Service in Quebec, 
Canada, said “ more alcohol is 
consumed by young people. 
They drink 
more.’’ 
Bougie 
said as far as hard drugs was 
concerned, “ the panic period 
is over. Young people know 


how to take drugs, and the 
population is learning how to 
live with this phenomenon." 
“ Alcohol remains the U.S. 
No. 1 drug problem,” said 
Donald A. McCune, director 
of the California Drug Educa­ 
tion Program, “ It is increas­ 
ing at a rate far exceeding 
other drugs. There is also an 
increasing number of persons 
using heroin since the Viet­ 


nam war. It has spread like 
a 
shotgun 
rather 
than 
a 
ripple” 
A delegate from Denmark 
said Alcoholism has spread to 
1 2-y e a r s-olds—“ We 
have 
12-vear-old alcoholics in our 
clinic.” 
Belgium’s biggest problem 
is alcoholism although narcot­ 
ics 
misuse 
has 
increased 
from four arrests in 1964 to 


321 arrests in 1971, delegates 
said. Belgium started its first 
drug study program only in 
September. 
Czechoslovak and Bulgarian 
delegations announced 
that, 
except for an increase in the 
use of alcohol, drugs are no 
problem in their Communist 
countries, 
statements 
that 
brought smiles from other de­ 
legations. 


China Policy, Wage-Price Freeze 
Kennedy Praises Nixon Decisions 


BEV ER LY HILLS (UPI) - 
Sen. 
Edward 
M, 
Kennedy 
said Monday night he will “ e - 
tend the olive branch” to the 
Nixon Administration in the 
coming Congress to help the 
President in his foreign and 
domestic policies. 
“ We have differences in po­ 
licies, to he sure, and some of 
t h o s e d i f f e r e n c e s are 
profound, but they are no 
longer necessarily colored by 
the difficult partisan passions 
that so often obscured »he is­ 
sues before,” the Massachu­ 
setts Democrat said. 


Kennedy, who made the re­ 
marks at a $500-per-coup!e 
dinner honoring a local Dem­ 
ocratic fund-raiser aNo paid 
tribute to Nixon for his po­ 
licies toward China and the 
wage price freeze. 
“ It was he who brought 
America's China policy out of 


the Korean dark ages and 
into the sunlight of the mod­ 
ern Pacific world,” Kennedy 
said. 
“ And with respect to the 
economy, whatever problems 
of timing and inequity may 
now exist—and they do ex­ 
ist—we know that the wage- 
price freeze of 1971 was right. 
If we needed any additional 
proof, we saw it in the way 
that Great 
Britain recently 
chose to model her own new 
economic policy on Mr. Nis­ 
on’s effective action last year, 
year. 
“ That’s the way it ought to 
be on everv issue.” the sena­ 
tor said. “ With the opportun­ 
ity we now have, we can have 
programs that work in every 
area." 
Kennedy said there is more 
goodwill in Congress toward 
Nixon now than perhaps at 


any time in his career in pub­ 
lic life. 


“ I see the range of foreign 
and domestic issues before us 
as a field that presents a 
very great opportunity for ef­ 
fective action and cooperation 
between Congress and the Ad­ 
ministration, especially in the 
vital areas such as national 
security, the economy 
and 
health 
and 
education,” 
he 
said. 
“ Without abandoning any of 
the basic principles we have 
fought for. we in Concress 
and I for one will extend the 
olive branch to the Admin­ 
istration in the coming Con­

—A seagoing tradition dating 
back to iron men and wooden 
ships ends today when the 
l .S. Navy’s hospital ship San­ 
ctuary sails with 60 female 
crewmembers aboard. 
The Sanctuary, pioneer ship 
in the Navy’s program to add 
women to regular deck crews, 
steams out of San Francisco 
Bay on a one-day shakedown 
cruise following extensive re­ 
conditioning at 
a 
shipyard 
here. 
The crew has lived ashore 
during 
the 
shipyard 
work, 
and the women moved aboard 
just before the sailing. 
The women s quarters on 
the ship, a veteran of World 
War 11 and Vietnam, were 
little different than the men’s 
•‘ e x c e p t for some mod­ 
ifications such as doors on the 
women’s showers,” according 
to a Navy spokesman. 
The short cruise is expected 
to give the Navy its first op­ 
portunity to tind 
out 
how 
male and female sailors get 
along at close quarters on a 
day-in and dav-out basis. 
In reparing for its coeduca­ 
tional cruise, the Sanctuary 
set several Navy “ firsts.” 
Lt. (jg) Ann Kerr of Rio 
Del Mar. Calif., was the first 
“ line" officer on 
board a 
Navy ship. Technically, a line 
officer of her rank could com­ 
mand a ship in an emergency 
if superior officers were inca­ 
pacitated. 
However, a Navy spokes­ 
man said a regulation pre­ 
vents a woman “ trom taking 
the con.” 
Miss Kerr, an attractive, 
petite blonde, is the ship’s ad­ 
ministration officer and said 
she “ has had no navigational 
training at all.” 
Anneliese Knapp, 21, a >ea- 
man apprentice from Dela- 
van. Wis., is one of two wom­ 
en 011 board who are “ strik­ 
ing” for boatswain’s 
mate. 
Miss Knapp goes abotu her 
duties wearing a hard hat but 
"never forgets I’m a lady.** 
“ 1 even like it when male 
sailors help me lift things," 
she said.

head of the Navy nurse corps 
and its lone lady admiral, 
was the mam speaker at the 
Sanctuary’s recommissioning 
ceremonies last month.

There’s no require­ 
ment in this job that says 
I ’ve got to share holidays at 
my home with the inmates. 
It’s something I like to do.” 
Cardwell says his family 


1 looks forward to holiday gath­ 
erings with the guests— even 
though they happen to be 
from the state’s maximum se­ 
curity prison. 
“ My family isn’t easily con- 
ned.” the straight-talking ex- 
Mar ine says. 
‘ ‘ T h e y ’ r e not 
a f­ 
raid—especially not when tha

man’s 
home. 
They’ve 
been 
around 
inmates. 
My 
house is state property and 
its kept up by prisoners.” 
The warden said he be­ 
lie ves the dinner invitations 
have helped “ habilitate” —he 
doe>n’t use the word rehabili­ 
tate—the prisoners.

Jam es E. White, 16-year-old 
Pomona youth who has been 
granted immunity from prose­ 
cution in the m atter, was with 
Johnson and a third youth 
when the incident occurred. 
He said he, Johnson and the 
other youth had left a dry 
cleaners at the Five Points 
area of west Pomona 
and 
w^jpe trying to hitch rides on 
Valley Boulevard when they 
noticed Piorkowski following 
them. 
White said Piorkowski yel­ 
led for them to stop and had 
a revolver in his right hand. 
White said they stopped but 
Johnson started walking away 
as 
Piorkow«ki 
neared. 
He 
said Piorkowski went after 
Johnson, grabbed him and the 
two struggled across Valley 
and onto the center divider 
beneath the overpass of the 
Corona Expressway.

said

was trying to pull away from

the 
gun.

Johnson crouched 
with 
Ms 
head level wifh Piorkowski*» 
waist* the gun fired. It was 12 
to 14 inches from the victim’s 
head, White said. 
The vouth told the court 
that Johnson appeared to be 
trying to push the defendant’s 
gun hand away and might 
have grabbed his wrist prior 
to the shot.

by John M. Polakovic, Ptor- 
kowski’s attorney, White de­ 
nied that the three had taken 
a wallet in the d n cleaners 
or that any of them had gone 
behind the counter while the 
lone woman employe was in 
the rear, looking unsuccess­ 
fully fo ra pair ot troupers 
they had asked tor.

Johnson 
was 
shot, 
White said, Piorkowski forced 
him and the other youth to lie 
beside Johnson on the center 
divider. The missing wallet 
was found later between him 
and Johnson, White said. 
Arthur Earley, 21-year-old 
La Verne man, testified later 
that he saw the struggle, the 
muzzle flash and heard the 
shot fired. He also said John­ 
son was in a crouched posi­ 


tion and said the muzzle was 
nine to 10 inches irom the 
victim’s head. 
But his statem ent in which 
he said Johnson’s grabbing 
Piorkowski’s wrist as the gun 
hand came down caused the 
weapon to fire brought an 
angry groan from some court­ 
room spectators. The state­ 
ment was later ordered stri­ 
cken. 
Both Earley and another 
witness, John Cordova of Po­ 
mona, said Piorkowski tried 
to give the pistol to persons 
who gathered at the scene af­ 
ter the shooting. Cordova said 
Piorkowrski seemed to be very 
frightened and nervous and 
Earley quoted him as having 
said. “My God, it was an ac­ 
cident.”

To date, some 27,000* sentr- 
ner birds — which are raised 
in disease-free conditions and 
are highly susceptible to exot­ 
ic Newcastle — have been 
used in the effort to eradicate 
the disease in Southern Cali­ 
fornia.

High; Judson Ellson, Simons 
Junior High; Barbara Fowler, 
Lincoln Elementary 
School; 
and 
Francisco Garcia, 
Po­ 
mona High. 
Councilman Charles W. Ba­ 
der. 
moderator, began 
the 
d i s c u s s i o n by asking the 
teachers what they feel to be 
the problem of highest prior­ 
ity in relation to the schools 
and the community. 
The majority of the teach­ 
ers mentioned financial prob­ 


lems as the highest priority 
since the lack of money af­ 
fects 
many 
areas 
in 
the 
school system. 
“ It takes money to properly 
o p e r a t e programs in the 
schools.” stated Ellson, who 
also noted that classes are 
overloaded, teachers salaries 
have not ‘been raised in three 
years despite the rise in the 
cost of living, and supplies 
are not available because of 
financial problems. 
As a solution to the money 
problem the teachers stated 
that they would like to see 
the community support tax 
overrules, support school leg­ 
islation and visit the schools 
to di'cover their needs. 
Commenting on community- 
s c h o o l relationships Mrs. 
Fowler stated that the “com­ 
munity has to feel that the 
schools 
are relevant," 
and 
Mrs. Lepp said that a more 
positive image of the schools 
is needed to counteract the 
school image created by the 
City Council and newspapers. 
Garcia cited the need for 
ethnic parity in all areas of 
the schools including faculty, 
administration 
and 
student 
representative 
groups. 
"We 
need to reach parity across 
the board,” Garcia stated, ad­ 
ding that student groups are 
well integrated this year at 


Pomona High and that be­ 
cause of this minorities feel 
they are being 
represented 
and there is less tension on 
campus. “ If you feel you’re 
being represented you don t 
tear things up." 
Also mentioned as problems 
were student absences, segr­

Read Your Poll, 
Take Your Choice 


Public opinion samplers are like doctors. The 
one checks the health of the body physical: the other 
takes the pulse of the body politic or social. 
For the one, the patient is the individual; for the 
other, it is the community at large. 
Just as physicians can sometimes disagree in 
their diagnoses, even more so can the p o l ls t e r . And 
just as hypochondriacs flit from doctor to doctor, 
hoping to have their worst fears confirmed, com­ 
mentators can point to this poll or that survey to 
prove whatever it is they want to prove about the 
present and future health of America. 
Not that public opinion surveys are not accurate 
or useful. Quite the contrary. Over the years the 
pulse-takers have refined their methods into highly 
reliable and valuable scientific instruments. 
But like the blind 
men examining the 
ele­ 
phant—one feeling a leg and likening it to a tree, 
another feeling the trunk and likening it to a big 
snake—no one survey of popular beliefs or attitudes 
can give a complete picture of the beast we are all 
so interested in. 
For example, pollster Louis Harris reports that, 
contrary' to the idea that the presidential election 
showed the country moving toward conservatism, 
the truth is just the opposite. 
Comparing the response of a nationwide cross sec­ 
tion of 1,658 households to questions asked just be­ 
fore the 1972 election with identical questions asked 
before the 1968 election, Harris finds a steady drift 
away from both “ conservative” and “ middle-of-the- 
road” positions. 
While the number of Americans who place them­ 
selves in these two categories still make up 69 per cent 
of the public, out-numbering “ liberals” or “ radicals” 
by better than two-to-one, this is down from 75 per 
cent five years ago. The number who call themselves 
“ liberal” or “ radical” has risen from 15 to 22 per cent, 
says Harris. 
By contrast, attitude researcher Daniel Yankelov- 
i( h reports that “ our studies of the changing social 
and political environment show a sharp increase in 
recent months in the number of people who think of 
themselves as conservative in outlook.” 
Yankelovich speaks of a “ conservative backlash” 
from attacks on traditional American institutions 
and values, particularly those that have taken place 
on college campuses. 
Perhaps reflecting this seeming contradiction be­ 
tween Harris and Yankelovich, a third researcher 
notes both a mood ot pessimism among Americans 
and a great deal of optimism. 
Summing up a series of reports published by 
Newspaper Enterprise Association, Stanley C. Plog, 
president of Behavior Science Corp. (BASICO), say s 
that a national sample of the opinions of 1,500 res­ 
pondents “ shewed that an overwhelmingly major­ 
ity—three-quarters of all middle Americans—are 
deeply concerned about the future.” The nation's 
future, that is. 
Yet at the samz time, says Plog, a strong m ajor­ 
ity is quite confident about their own immediate 
future, at least in terms of jobs and incomes. 
When those and other polls are broken down—as 
they must be—into age groups, occupations, income 
level, geography, etc., the contradictions become 
more understandable. All ol them, however they' 
may differ in their over-all diagnoses of the state of 
health of the body social, report similar conflicting 
trends and associated worries and anxieties among 
Americans. 
But maybe it has always been so, only we didn’t 
have polls back in the old days to tell us. Maybe 
our modem penchant for public pulse-taking is a 
sign, not of a national hypochondria but of a basic 
national strength, proof of a healthy concern on the 
part of Americans about where they are and where 
they are going.

A Long Journey 
It has been a long journey 
from the MOBE In Washing­ 
ton and all the other antiwar 
demonstrations to this limbo.

about it you get a sense of 
excitement and the shock of 
that night.

In their downbeat moments 
the young who put together 
this svmposium on the rea­ 
sons for the collapse of the 
new politics admit to a sense 
of futility. Did all the demon­ 
strations. 
the m arches, 
the 
teach-ins have any real in­ 
fluence on the Vietnam in­ 
volvement and the course of 
the w ar? The answer is a re­ 
luctant no. 
Not long ago there w as an 
attempt to organize a protest. 
Why, what for, it doesn’t mat­ 
ter. A’ out a hundred students 
(undergraduate 
enrollment 
4,000) turned out for an all- 
night sit-in in the library. A 
sm all, brave band, they m ar­ 
ched the next morning. 
David H alberstam ’s book on 
Vietnam that has m ade so 
many waves condemns 
the 
“ Best and the Brightest” for 
the tragedy of the wax. From 
McGeorge Bundy and Robert 
M cNam ara through Walt Ros- 
tow they got us into the guag- 
mire of Vietnam. It is a com­ 
forting thesis that absolves so 
many others. 
The other side of the com 
are the young 
who 
fought 
against the war on the pave­ 
ments, on the Capitol plaza, 
at the 
Justice 
Department, 
outside 
the 
doomed 
ROTC 
building. In their own fashion 
they were the brightest and if 
not the best then the most 
concerned 
and 
committed.

Stolen Papers Reveal How U.S. 
Exploited, Not Helped Indians 


WASHINGTON - The Bro­ 
ken Treaties Papers, which 
were sm uggled out of govern­ 
ment 
files by 
wrathful 
In­ 
dians during their occupation 
of the Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs building, have been scat­ 
tered in secret stashes across 
the United States and Cana­ 
da. 


We 
have 
had 
access 
to 
them. We have also been gi­ 
ven a m essage for President 
Nixon. “ Tell the President,” 
we were asked, “ that Indians 
do not want the documents 
any longer than it takes to 
duplicate and index them so 
that every tribe in America 
can 
educate 
itself 
to 
the 
double-dealing of the federal 
government and find ways to 
forestall it** 
We 
have 
inspected 
thou­ 
sands upon thousands of docu­ 
ments, 
som e alm ost 
brittle 
with age, others fresh a s to­ 
day’s headlines. They tell a 
shabby story. 
Some 
documents 
describe 
multimillion-dollar land deals 
in South D akota’s Black Hills. 
Others reveal how the White 
House played politics with In­ 
dian rights. 
There are also poignant pa­ 
pers, like the account of an 
Indian woman whose foot was 
broken by the police but was 
left to spend the night in jail 
uniended. 
But above all, 
the docu­ 
ments indict the bureaucrats 
who have pretended to help 
the Indians but have ofien ex­ 
ploited them instead. Indians 
whose 
forebears 
fought 
the 
cavalry have been reduced to 
battling the bureaucrats. It 
has been a tawdry, tedious 
war without glory. 
L i k e 
the 
cavalry, 
the 
b u r e a u c r a t s 
h a v e 
rem orselessly driven th«* In­ 
dians deeper into their reser­ 
vations. The stolen documents 
contain evidence that Indians 
have 
been 
cheated 
out 
of 
their land, robbed of their wa­ 


ter rights, deprived of their 
fishing stream s and hunting 
grounds. 


Grim Statistics 
As in any war, the statistics 
are grim . Indian life expec­ 
tancy is 47 years comparod 
with 71 for other Americans: 
the Indian unemplovment rate 
is 45 per cent compared with 
5.8 per cent for the nation it 
large; 
thp 
average 
Indian 
family struggles along on $4.- 
000 a year, less than half the 
$0.867 median for the rest of 
the country; and finally, the 
Indian suicide rate is twice 
the national rate. 
Ever since the Indians ran­ 
sacked government files and 
carted off boxes full of docu­ 
ments, several newsmen have 
tried to get a icok at them. 
Some offered money for the 
story: we offered only our re­ 
cord 
for 
championing 
the 
downtrodden. 
The 
Indians 
spumed the money and voted 
to 
s h o w 
as 
the 
Broken 
Treaties Papers. 
The FBi. meanwhile, has 
been searching up and down 
the country 
for 
the 
stolen 
documents. 
Except for 
one 
small seizure in 
Oklahoma, 
however, the documents re­ 
main in Indian hands. 
We learned they had been 
broken 
down 
into 
several 
caches and hidden in diverse 
locations at the far end of the 
1 n i t e d States and Cana­ 
da. Some we secreted in au­ 
tomobile trunks, in old phono­ 
graph cases, in obscure cor­ 
ners of private homes. Others 
were stashed in remote hiding 
places on Indian reservations. 
My associate Les Whitten 
flew to Phoenix for the first 
tryst. At the airport, Indian 
security men one jump ahead 
of the FBI told him to wait 
on a corner away from the 
terminal building. They hus­ 
tled him by a devious route to 
a motel where some of the In­ 
dian leaders were a ;s mbled. 
The Indians wouldn’t talk 


about the papers in the motel 
or even inside their cars for 
fear of FBI bugging. Furtive 
meetings were arranged, in­ 
stead, at a bowling alley, a 
coffee house and on a parking 
lot. 


Next day, Whitten was in­ 
structed to fly to another city 
m a n y 
hundreds 
of 
miles 
away. He was met by one of 
the leading Indian militants, 
who questioned him closely. 
At last, Whitten was given 
four 
documents 
and 
ques­ 
t i o n e d again about their 
meaning to find out whit he 
knew about Indian matters. 
Then, for 12 hours, he was de­ 
serted. 
T h e 
following 
morning, 
many thousands of documents 
were delivered to him. The 
door of his room was bolted 
and a tough Indian security 
man 
planted 
himself 
in 
a 
chair 
pushed 
against 
the 
d o o r . 
As 
Whitten 
waded 
through 
the 
papers, 
Indian 
experts helped him with the 
unfamiliar tribes and nam es. 
Except for protecting our 
sources and keeping the hid­ 
ing places secret, we have 
been 
placed under no res­ 
traint by the Indians. They 
have made no attempt to tell 
us what io write. 
In future columns, we will 
describe how the Indians pul­ 
led 
the 
greatest 
document 
heist in history right under 
the no^es of the FBI. W’e will 
also reveal, in detail, the con­ 
texts of the Broken Treaties 
Papers. 
Footnote: 
The Indians, in 
their 
black 
hat-» 
with 
the 
b e a d e d 
hatbands, 
looked 
tough 
and 
grim . 
However, 
they not only turned out to be 
friendly but they laughed eas­ 
ily. Once they left Whitten be­ 
hind to work while they went 
out for a beer. When Whitten 
jokingly complained, one In­ 
dian cracked: ‘You know how 
whites go crazy when they 
drink firew ater.” 


WASHINGTON - It is most 
natural 
to 
find 
Republican 
governors 
complaining 
that 
they didn’t get help trom the 
administration in Washington 
during ihe recent campaign 
and that they were to an ex­ 
tent ignored in party affairs. 
They are urging that there 
now be a closer relationship 
with them politically not only 
to strengthen the Republican 
party but to give them

greater voice in selecting the 
party’s national chairman, in 
Senate candidates and in the 
dispensing of local patronage. 


R e v e n u e sharing is, of 
course, introducing a new fac­ 
tor into the life of the states 
and cities. Huge sums of mo­ 
ney will be provided by the 
federal government. This pre­ 
sumably will help the cities 
and other local units of gov­ 
ernment to reduce property 
taxes or at least avoid impos­ 
ing higher levies. 


Political Cooperation 


In 
view 
of

inter­ 
relationship, it is not strange 
that the governors feel there 
should be more political coop­ 
eration 
between 
party 
offi­ 
cials at the national and state 
levels. Ih e theory is that if 
the administration is able to 
make a success during the 
next four years in handling 
the revenue-sharing program , 
the Pennh’ c 'n "O 'ernors nnd 
Republican members of Con­ 
gress will be .ibie to benefit 
from this at the polls due to 
the increased popularity the 
party presumably would be 
getting.

they will be doing now. Many 
departm ents

the new federal money and 
will be checking to see whe­ 
ther it is achieving the pur­ 
pose?* intended.

table that some cities wii be 
demanding more help from 
year to year. Certain states 
will feel that others are get­ 
ting a bigger share. Federal 
officials, of course, have not 
put any strings on the funds 
and have not tried to stipulate

But the probability is that 
the ba>ic set-up will be tried 
tor at leu>t four or five years 
belore there are any major 
changes. Meanwhile, the offi­ 
cials of city, county and state 
governments will be a«ked to 
give comprehensive reports of 
how they have spent the mo­ 
ney furnished them through 
revenue sharing. 
The experiment is a neWj 
one ¡n American history. Al­ 
though over the years federal 
funds have been allocated tor 
various programs throughout 
the country, there has never 
been any such distribution of 
m o n e y 
from

duce the tinacial burden of 
governments at local levels. 
In those areas where popula­ 
tion has been decreasing and 
tax revenues have been les­ 
sened, revenue sharing will 
be of great assistance.

Parents May Still Go to Court 
Suspended Bandsman Waits To Return 


ROWLAND 
HEIGHTS 
- 
George Koenigshofer, 16-year- 
old Rowland High School sus­ 
pended bandsman, will wait 
until Jan. 2 to rejoin the 
school’s marching band, but 
his parents may still take the 
controversy to court. 
Mrs. G. A. Koenigshofer, 
the student’s mother, said the 
family will not seek an in­ 
junction to have him imme­ 
diately reinstated. 


“We are eager, however, to 
have the courts rule on the 
original issue, which was ne­ 
ver settled, concerning the 
denial of his right to protest 
the violation of the education 
code,” she said. 
Young Koenigshofer will ac­ 
cept the band membership 
vote, taken Nov. 30, wherein 
a majority of the band stu­ 
dents voted to allow him to 
return to 
class 
after 
the 


Christmas holidays on proba­ 
tion. He had been suspended 
for the remainder of the first 
semester. 
“George is willing to wait 
until his fellow band mem­ 
bers want him back,” the 
mother said. “ Perhaps then 
he can go back in without any 
more emotional trouble.” 
She said the family feels it 
“wouldn’t do any good to 
force an injunction, and possi­ 
bly cause those 26 students 


who said they didn’t want 
him back at all to walk out 
and ruin the band.” 
“We have the band’s feel­ 
ings at heart, too. 
“But we don’t think the stu­ 
dent vote relieves the school 
district of its legal responsibi­ 
lities to us in the first place. 
“Some very angry people 
think we are out for somebo­ 
dy’s hide or money or so­ 
mething, but we simply want 
the courts to rule on viola­ 


tions of our son’s rights.” 
She said the family was 
s t i l l conferring with the 
A m e r i c a n Civil Liberties 
Union on the possible court 
action. 
Her son was suspended by 
band director George Gullet 
for defying the teacher by 
placing a McGovem-Shriver 
sticker on his baritone horn 
while participating in the ral­ 
ly for President Richard Ni­ 
xon in Ontario Nov. 4. 


He was asked to leave the 
rally and when he returned to 
school the next week, he was 
informed of his suspension. 
In response to an appeal 
from the parents, local ACLU 
officials, passed a resolution 
chastising school officials for 
their actions in the case. 
The resolution called the 
band’s appearance at the ral­ 
ly a violation of the Educa­ 
tion Code, which prohibits 
public school participation in 


partisan 
political 
rallies,” 
and charged that the stu­ 
dent’s rights were violated 
when he was prohibited from 
protesting the band’s use at 
the rally. 
After a stormy two weeks 
of negotiations between the 
parents and the school, the 
band members were allowed 
to vote on whether they would 
be willing to see the suspen­ 
sion revoked. 


School officials said they 
are willing to abide by the 
band members* decision. 
The mother said the prob­ 
lem 
has 
not 
been 
satis­ 
factorily resolved. 
“If by going to court, we 
can prove that the school’s 
action in this case was illegal, 
so it would never happen to 
another kid, our fight would 
be worthwhile,” the mother 
added.

Six Unique Education Projects

WALNUT — Six unusual 
education projects, 
ranging 
from electronic achievement 
throuuh tape programmed in­

The $2,137 projects, funded 
under she district’s 
“mini- 
grant” program, will begin 
immediately in a variety of 
Walnut elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools. 
Seven teachers at Walnut 
Elementary School will work 
with students with “ mild to 
severe visual and auditory 
perceptual 
handicaps,” 
the 
projec? report states. The stu­ 
dents involved will be given 
“prescribed activities in per­ 
ceptual skills, language devel­ 
opment, conceptual and social 
skills,” the report says. 
Teacher James Almberg de­ 
veloped another project to ac­ 
quaint Collegewood Elementa­ 
ry students with classic li­ 
t e r a t u r e works, including 
mysteries, animal stories and 
biographies. 
Funds will be 
used to purchase 75 paper­ 
back books “to serve as the 
base around which an addi­ 
tional literature unit would be 


designed,” the project plan 
said. 
Project funds will also be 
used to buy supplies 
and 
equipment for environmental 
education, including soil and 
wa.er investigations, weather 
ob ervations, bird study and 
use of the metric measure­ 
ment system. 
The environmental educa­ 
tion program is for Mrs. Dar- 
leen Stoner and David Ge- 
nung’s seventh grade classes 
a t S u z a n n e Intermediate 
School. 
“ In an effort to reach each 
individual student instead of 
the class norm, I proposed in­ 
dividual instruction 
through 
the programmed instruction 
method,” H. L. B u s h o n g 
wrote of his Walnut

School project.

Labor at Crossroads 
Workers1 Political Affections 
Shouldn't Be Taken for Granted 


By JAMES D. HODGSON 
Secretary of Labor 
About 400 years ago a dour 
cleric came along and put 
work on a pedestal. John Cab 
vin did for work what Freud 
did for sex — and then some. 
What was once the sorrow of 
the Greek slave became the 
pride of the freeman. Work 
meant virtue. Thus, Calvin 
sired the Protestant work eth 
ic, one of the most durable 
postures of man’s short be­ 
havioral history. 
Much to the surprise of 
many a contemporary intel­ 
lectual and politician, it turns 
out that American workers 
believe in work, like to work 
and regard those who disdain 
work with a disdain of their 
own. 
Even when he views his 
own job as less than satis­ 
fying, the worker still be­ 
lieves work itself is good. 
When it comes to knowing 
what is one’s self-interest and 
pursuing it tenaciously, the 
American 
worker has 
few- 


peers. Both through collective 
bargaining and the use of 
political clout he has gained 
major 
advances 
in 
living 
standards and a wider share 
of national income. For in­ 
stance, in the last 15 years 
his wages have increased 93 
per cent while corporate pro­ 
fits gained only 70 per cent. 
Because these and other 
economic advances were fun­ 
damental to the liberal poli­ 
tical posture of the past three 
decades and because Ameri­ 
can workers gave them fer­ 
vent support, the conclusion 
was understandably drawn by 
many that workers were per 
se of liberal political persua­ 
sion. But something has hap­ 
pened. 


Along came the turbulent 
world of the Sixties producing 
a parade of new issues. The 
worker’s liberalism had been 
tied to bread-and-butter eco 
nomic issues. When those is 
sues were crowded from cen­ 
ter stage by more extraneous 
sociological 
concepts, 
the 
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worker 
began 
to 
question 
sharply just where his self-in­ 
terest lay. And much as it 
irks the profesionally liberal 
intellectual, self-interest 
re­ 
mains a powerful source of 
personal motivation. 
The American worker found 
the liberal thinking on these 
new issues largely out of tune 
both with his moral instincts 
and his basic 
self-interest. 
And thus he began to display 
a maverick tendency to stray 
from liberal pastures. 
There is, of course, a paral­ 
lel trend that must also be 
reckoned with. For instance, 
instead of being attracted to 
redistribution 
of 
wealth 
schemes, as some expected, 
the worker rejected them as 
merely another way to use 
taxes to take money from 
those who work and to give it 
to those who don’t work. And 
even the old politically re­ 
liable promise to close tax 
loopholes 
elicited 
wounded 
cries from the worker when 
he learned it meant sacrific­ 
ing his income tax deduction 
ior the interest portion of his 
monthly house payment. All 
this has led many an obser­ 
ver to conclude that basic 
American worker sentiment 
today is taking on a middle- 
class flavor. 
It all adds up to a new real­ 
ity. Politically the worker is 
becoming 
an 
independent; 
economically he is often a 
“have.” And his values are 
r a p i d l y 
shifting 
toward 
middle-class standards. 
What does all this mean po­ 
litically? Can we conclude, 
for instance, that a historic 
change and permanent re­ 
alignment of constituencies is 
in the offing for our two-party 
system? For one of my posi­ 
tion and political persuasion 
the prospect is inviting •— in 
viting and wholly possible 
Yet it is less than certain. 
But I do suggest two con­ 
clusions vou may wish to muse 
on: 
First, 
as 
the 
worker 
m o v e s 
to 
the 
economic 
middle, the political center 
will move with him. 
Second, the American work­ 
er must henceforth be re­ 
garded as a political indepen­ 
dent. His vote hereafter is up

for grab-. 
These truths, as indeed 1 so 
regard them, will not be lost 
on tomorrow’s politicians. A 
contingent as vast in number 
as American wage earners — 
70 million strong — will be­ 
come a massively tempting 
target for tomorrow’s political 
candidates and parties. The 
political competition for work­ 
er allegiance and support will 
be fierce. 


Blandishments and appeals 
aplenty will come his way. 
For the politician is a m arke­ 
teer _ a marketeer in the 
m arketplace of human aspira­ 
tion, and the American work 
force will be a huge and vul­ 
nerable market. 


Just who will emerge the 
winner in this competition we 
cannot know. But one thing 
we can predict — with all this 
competition for his political 
affection, the big winner will 
really be the American work­ 
er. And from my view as Se­ 
cretary of Labor that is just 
as it should be.

with the old familiar juice.” ) 


The old familiar juice has been popular in California since 
Father Junipero Serra began making it in San Diego in the 
18th Century. 
Americans last year sluiced down $2 billion 
worth of wine, helping make grapes California’s largest cash 
crop. The state vintners bottle more than 200 million gallons a 
year, enough to reiloat the Oueen Mary and give the whole 
crew hangovers.

PEKING (UP1) -One of 
Mao Tse-tung’s greatest con­ 
cerns about Chinese Commu­ 
nism is the emergence of an 
elite leadership class after his 
death that will depart from 
the course he has set for 
China. 
This, Mao contends, is what 
happened in Russia and turn­ 
ed the Soviet Union into a 
revisionist state. 
This is what was happening 
in China when Mao launched 
the Cultural Revolution in the 
last decade'and destroyed the 
old leadership structure of 
both party and state. 
Mao always has maintained 
that the best way to prevent 
the development of an elitist 
leadership class is for the lea­ 
ders—the 
cadres—to 
spend 
time laboring with the work­ 
ers and peasants, listening to 
their complaints and learning 
about their problems. 
By getting their hands dir­ 
ty, Mao says, the cadres will 
cleanse their minds oi any 
capitalist ideas that they may 
belong to a 
special group 
w h i c h requires privileged 
treatment. 
On May 7, 1966, in a letter 
to the late Defense Minister 
Lin Piao, Mao proposed a 
program 
for 
implementing 
these 
ideas. 
This 
became 
known as the “ May 7th Direc­ 
tive” and is the basis for the 
retraining and reeducation of 
cadres that is going on in 
China today. 
Mao issued another direc­ 
tive on Oct. 4, 1968, declaring 
that, “ sending the masses of 
cadres to do manual work 
gives them an excellent op­ 
portunity to study once again. 
This should be done by all 
cadres except those who are 
too old, weak, ill or disabled. 
Cadres at work should also go 
group by group to do manual 
labor.” 
The new program swung 
into high 
gear 
that 
same 
m o n t h . Special facilities, 
known as “ May 7th Schools” , 
were established throughout 
the country for cadres to par­ 
ticipate in group study and 
collective labor. 
For cadres working in the 
eastern district of Peking, the 
May 7th School is located 
about 25 miles away in the 


eastern suburbs. It was estab­ 
lished on Nov. 7, 1968. Since 
then more than 3,000 “ stu­ 
dents” 
have 
attended 
the 
school, including the present 
group of 450, ranging froom 
school teachers to factory su­ 
pervisors. 
“ Welcome to the East City 
District May 7th School,” said 
Chao Sung-ling, the man in 
charge, when we arrived for 
a visit. “ Let me tell you 
about our school and what we 
are trying to accomplish.” 
For the next three hours, 
Chao told how the cadres had 
built the school from scratch, 
taking 
barren, 
uncultivated 
land and turning it into far­ 
mland 
that 
now 
produces 
about 8,000 tons of grain and 
s.ooo tons of vegetables an­ 
nually. 
“ We have transformed not 
only the objective world, but 
also the subjective world,” 
Chao said while reciting these 
and other achievements. 
Each cadre attending this 
school stays six months. The 
t e r m 
f o r 
other 
schools 
throughout the country varies 
from three months to three 
years. 
Each cadre at this school 
spends from two weeks to one 
month living with a farm 
family in nearby commune 
villages. The remainder of 
the time is spent in dormi­ 
tories built by the cadres 
themselves. 
Because they are so close 
to their homes, each cadre is 
permitted to visit his family 
for three days every two 
weeks. For cadres from cen­ 
tral government offices, who 
usually are sent to schools 
much more distant from Pek­ 
ing, the visiting periods are 
not so liberal. They get one 
month a year off to visit with 
their families. 
While taking us on a tour of 
the school’s pig pens and 
vegetable patches, Chao said 
the cadres usually spend four 
days a week in collective la­ 
bor and two days a week in 
group study. 
“ We feel that this system of 
self 
study, 
participation 
in 
mass labor and living with the 
peasants has great significance 
preventing 
revisionism 


consolidating 
the 
proleta­ 
riat. 
“ After spending time here, 
the cadres are able to over­ 
come the habit of divorcing 
themselves from the people 
and from reality. They return 
to 
their 
jobs with 
a 
re­ 
moulded world outlook. 
When the first May 
7th 
Schools first were established 
there was a widespread belief 
among analysts outside China 
that they were at least partly 
punitive. Some specialists in 
Chinese affairs still hold to 
this belief. 
“ Absolutely not,” Chao said 
with some vehemence. “ Ev­ 
eryone who comes here is a 
volunteer. Everyone wants to 
come. We have a long waiting 
list now. That is why we have 
to keep the term shorter than 
many would like.” 
From talking with cadres at 
this 
school 
and 
watching 
them at study and work you 
get the impression that the 
. six-month term is something 
like a long stay at a dude 
ranch for some of them. For 
the others it is probably like 
the general American attitude 
about going into the army 
most people do not want to 
go. do not care much for it 
while they are in but think it 
was not such a bad expe 
rience when it is over.

We two do not, for no other 
reason than that we are just 
not interested. With the rela­ 
xation of much of the uptight­ 
ness about pot, shoud we take 
a chance on her or tell her if 
>he comes she can't smoke it 
in the apartment? — J. G., 
St. Paul, Minn.” 


It you are sure that you 
like her, tell her that you will 
take her in only if she abso­ 
lutely promises not to smoke 
pot or let any friends smoke 
it on your premises. Whate­ 
ver the climate may be in re­ 
gard to marijuana in some 
areas, the laws may be strict. 
They do differ in some com­ 
munities in severity of en­ 
forcement, with not only the 
pot smokers subject to arrest 
if caught but anyone with 
them at the time. Don’t take 
a chance. 


Young America s h o u l d 
know 
that 
laws 
in 
other 
countries can be even more 
rigorous with long jail terms 
often on mere possession of 
such drugs. One home-coming 
student recently told me that 
he knew of a boy picked up 
by the police in Turkey and 
jailed. He appealed to our 
State 
Department 
and 
re­ 
ceived no help — and no 
sympathy either. He was sub­ 
ject to the laws of the country 
he was visiting. This is why 
young Americans traveling so 
informally abroad are often 
subject to extensive search 
at customs, abroad and upon 
their return here. Being “ bus­ 
ted” for drugs is no joke and 
can interfere with future life 
goals in some of the top pro­ 
fessions. 


I am glad you two girls are 
not involved yourselves, but 
on the other hand you don't 
seem particularly concerned 
one way or the other. If so, 
you are not intelligently in­ 
forming yourselves. 


In the Aug. 7 issue of Mod­ 
em Medicine, Dr. Marvin Mo­ 
ser, assistant professor of cli­ 
nical medicine at Albert Eins­ 
tein College of Medicine of 
Y e s h i v a University, New 
York, said in a very definitive 
article called “ Doctor Builds 
a Case Against Marijuana” 
that: 


1—Little is known about ma­ 
rijuana’s possible effects. In re­ 
cent years, no drug has been 
cleared for general use based 
on the kind of fragmentary 
evidence available on mar- 
liuana, particularly one with 
significance for the formative 
adolescent years. 
If 
mari­ 
juana is legalized and if fu­ 
ture data show detrimental 
effects, it would be too late to 
reimprose restrictions. 
” 2 —Although the effect of 
marijuana on many people 
may be no more serious than 
changes in sense of time and 
space or in perception or co­ 
ordination. cases of acute psy­ 
choses from marijuana have 
been documented. There is no 
known method of predicting 
who will have a severe reac­ 
tion. 
” 3 — A majority of persons 
who use marijuana do so only 
a short time and then stop 
without noting any personality 
changes. Chronic users, how­ 
ever. lose the ability to cope 
with reality, to endure frust­ 
rations, 
to 
concentrate 
or 
learn, to carry out realistic 
goals and to communicate ef­ 
fectively.” 
Every generation of young 
people 
has 
taken 
terrible 
chaw es. Perhaps this chance- 
taking is part of the natural 
development of youth. Bootleg 
alcohol during Prohibition led 
to such awful chances, too — 
ior example, death, paralysis 
or blindness. We may not 
know for many years, doctors 
teli me, what marijuana is 
going to do in the years to 
come. One of the most ter 
rifying things, I think, is un­ 
derlined by what Dr. Moser 
has to say in one of his many 
points against marijuana. He 
says, “ Persons who become 
chronic marijuana users join 
the drug subculture and drift 
increasingly away from mean­ 
ingful relationships with per­ 


sons not involved in the drug 
culture.” 


When we shy away from 
meaningful relationships, we 
don’t care what becomes of 
us for we have no ambition to 
be contributing human beings. 
We are lost and so may be 
our country. 


Be glad that you are not 
personally interested in mari­ 
juana, but do inform your­ 
selves. Knowledge is the best 
protection a g a i n s t danger.

January and again in May to 
repair a tom Achilles tendon. 
Tolan is believed to be the 
only player ever to recover 
from two such operation» and 
return to regular duty.

Anderson. 
“ I’m so pleased he is being 
recognized like this. At the 
start of the season I hoped 
maybe he’d be about 60 per 
cent of the player he was in 
1970. and he was more like 90 
per cent.”

Energy Needs Depend 
On Prices and Policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
United States can handle its 
energy requirements through 
this century, but only with 
more of a sympathetic gov­ 
ernment policy and a public 
willing to pay more, the Na­ 
tional Petroleum Council said 
today. 
The c o u n c i l , an industry 
group that advises Interior 
Secretary Roger* C. B. Mor­ 
tem, estimated that tinding, 
processing, and distributing 
the fuels the nation will need 
between now and 1985 will 
cost about a half-trillion dol­ 
lars. To make sure the ener­ 
gy supply does not fall behind 
demand, the nation has three 
Options, as the NPC saw it 
— g e t more 
from 
foreign 
iources, hold down increases 
in demand, or boost domestic 
sources. 
T h e 
NPC 
prefers 
the 
third. 
But it -aid, “energy prices 
of domestic luels at the wel­ 
lhead or mine mu«t rise Sig­ 
nificantly by 1985.” It pro­ 
jected increa*p* ot 80 per 
cent in natural gas prices, 60 


per cent for oil, and 30 per 
cent for coal and nuclear raw 
materials. 
As for dividends, the NPC

Soot No Longer 
Borger Problem 


BORGER. Tex. (UPI) - 


White-faced cattle, the pride 
of many Texas ranchers, once 
returned fo Borger corrals at 
night with black faces. House­ 
wives were fearful to hang 
the weekly wash out in the 
open and men were certain of 
white shirt collar rings. 
One of the dirtiest towns in 


America back in 1956 was 
this small oil center of 20.911 
persons, 
located 
50 
miles 


northeast of Amarillo in the 
Texas Panhandle. 
Oil and gas created the 


boomtown in 1926. It began to 
sag during the depression, 
neared bankruptcy in 1940, 
had a second boom during the 
Korean war and then gave 
way to automation in 1964. 
Two decades ago no one 


seemed to care that black 
smoke from the 16 carbon 
black producing plants was 
dumping soov* on the town. 
“ It's different today,” one 


oldtimer 
said. 
‘‘We 
have 


pride and we care. Even the 
white faced cattle can graze 
on green pastures and return 
at nisht with their faces still 
white. 
“ The smut is gone, and 


wiA it 
the 
grime 
which 


caused most of the collar 
rings. Personal, civic and in­ 
dustrial pride has changed 
Borger completely.” 
New Image 


Borger has cast aside its 


old 
image. 
Carbon 
black 


plants essential in tires and 
other industries have been up­ 
dated to the 20th Century 
through new technology' and 
good housekeeping. 
Warren Acker, manager of 


the Phillips Petroleum Co.’s 
Plains Butadiene plant in 
Borger, had a lot to do with 
cleaning up Borger. 
“ It isn’t something that one 


man could have done by him­ 
self,” said Acker. 53, presi­ 
dent of the city’s Chamber of 
Commerce. “ It took a lot of 
peopl e who worked and 
cared, and companies who 
backed them up. But, it work­ 
ed. Our town today is as 
clean as any town our size." 
Back in the early days 


when carbon black was one ot 
the major industries, folks had 
a motto that anyone who 
didn’t 
like 
carbon 
money 


should get out of town. 
The industry remains much 


the same today, but the atti­ 
tude has changed completely. 
“ During the early days this 


area was dotted with a num- 
b e r of c h a n n e l black 
plants—the type of operations 
which gave off tremendous 
amounts of black smoke,“ 
Acker said. "No one knew of 
a way to collect the black 
smoke—and I guess no one 
really cared. But these plants 
ceased operation and were 
r e p l a c e d with oil-fumace 
plants.” 
The early oil-fumace plants, 


although much cleaner, col­ 


lected only about 80-85 per 
cent* of the dark carbon dust. 
“ Our 
company 
then 
in­ 
stalled a bag filter collection 
system, which enabled us to 
cut back on emissions even 
more. One by one new equip­ 
ment replaced the oid while 
improvements were still being 
developed. 
“ By the late 1950s we were 


beginning 
to 
make 
head­ 
way." 
The company replaced out­ 
dated equipment. The plan? 
was repainted. The old car­ 
bon dust, ud to 18 inches deep 
in some places, was hauled 
away and buried. 
“ What was nearly an obso­ 
lete plant is today one of the 
most modem and beautiful 
plants in the nation,” Acker 
said. 
Phillips 
developed 
color 


slides of their new plant and 
began miking it up around 
town. The plant was opened 
for “ walkthroughs.” 
People 


began to notice and care. 
“ The whole city became in­ 
volved.” Acker said. 
“ The 


C h a m b e r of 
Commerce 


headed a drive, and over 900 
citizens began revamping the 
city.” 
Businessmen cleared away 


unsightly shacks and hustled 
three 
new' 
industries 
into 


town. A new' shopping mall 
and senior citizens’ center 
were buili*. Phillips and J. M. 
Huber Corp., the two largest 
carbon black producers, out­ 
did other Texas corporations 
in 
getting 
its 
air 
clean 


again—before the state’s 1967 
clean-air law. 
Cooperation Effort 


“The two industries soent 


millions on filtering equip­ 
ment ?hat would rid Borger’s 
skies of carbon pollution,” 
Acker said. “ The city and its 
people showed interest, and 
the plants backed them all 
the way.” 
Mrs. Lou Cooley helped or­ 
ganize the town’s women. 
They, in turn, did their part 
to get me air and the town 
cleaned up. Mrs. Cooley was, 
and still is, the Women's Divi­ 
sion president of the Cham­ 
ber. 
“ I just couldn’t believe the 


dirt that rained down on the 
streets and windowsills and 
cars,” she said, remembering 
when she moved to Borger in 
1943. “ No one dared buy a 
white rug. After walking in 
the yard or on sidewalks, 
people would leave footprints 
when t h e y walked into 
houses.” 
Borger was selected in 1970 


as an All-America City by the 
National Municipal 
League 


and Look Magazine. 
Today, Borger is a proud 


town—including 
its 
white- 


faced cattle, its white-collar 
workers and ivs housewives 
hanging the weekly wash out 
in the sun to dry.

For War, Says Survey 


BRUSSELS (UPI) —A top 


secret survey by the Egyptian 
army and air force has con­ 
vinced the Cairo military that 
it canno? fight Israel in the 
foreseeable future, diplomatic 
sources said today. 
The sources said the survey 


showed that only 40 per cent 
of »he army’s weapons are 
battleready and only 60 to 65 
per cent of the air forces 
warplanes are ready to fly. 
Another startling disclosure 


in the survey, they said, is 
thf news that Egypt lost 
abotn 100 fighters and bom-

Israel since late 1969.
